Bi-Lingualism in Africa 


South Africa, which I visited recently, 
writes. a friend, is like Ireland, in 
that it has a language question 
and two official tongues—English - and 
Afrikaans—so I was interested to 
observe the manner in which the South 
African Government tackled the problem 
of bi-lingualism, and contrast it with the 
method adopted here at home. ? 

Official notices and documents, instead 
of being rendered unsightly through the 
use of two languages on the same sheet, 
are printed separately in English and 
Afrikaans, both versions being available to 
members of the public. Even the postage 
stamps are uni-lingual, a sheet of them 
containing, in alternation, those printed 
in each of the recognised languages. A 
knowledge of both tongues is necessary to 
secure employment in any capacity in the 
Government service or on the railways, 
which are State-owned. The two languages 
are taught in the elementary schools, but 
in the secondary schools, which are mostly 
under the control of Catholic religious, 
either Irish or Italian, there are very few 
teachers proficient in Afrikaans,

Further reports were received, indicatin 
the presence in Dublin of the managers o 
another important cinema chain, ‘and the 
Bog of a cinema in the suburbs of 
ublin informed the Committee that he had 
received offers from two different, groups 
within the same fortnight for the purchase 
or lease of his cinema... The Committee 
re ed this information as extremely ve, 
t was pointed out that the application to 
the cinema industry of the Control of Manu- 
factures Act would be absolutely useless by 
itself. The foreign film producer and renter, 
even with a 10 per cent. interest in an Irish 
cinema, would be in a position to provide 
films at low costs, thus placing all Irish 
concerns at a tremendous disadvantage. Only 
a general licensing provision which would 
have the effect of preventing the distribution 
of films at abnormally tow rates would be 
effective 
The Council felt that the whole question 
of the national control of trade was involved, 
and that there was no justification for allow- 
ing any foreign interest whatever to associate 
itself with this huge business, the capital 
value of which totalled £3,000,000. ey 
trusted that the Government would do every- 
thing in their power to prevent this new 
form of exploitation. The question would 
have to be answered: “ Is it right for any 
branch of distribution in the country to pass 
out of the hands of Irish nationals?’ 
The cinema business in the Irish Free State 
was already intensely competitive, and offered 
oniy a very modest return on capital in- 
vested, chiefly owing to the heavy taxation it 
had to bear. 


GENERAL CONCLUSION 


The Committee were of the opinion that in 
general Irish cinemas were by no means 
understaffed. Wages in many cases were 50 
to 100 per cent. higher than in England, and 
if they were forced to compete with English 
ecmbines the inevitable result would be the 
lowering of the standard of employment 
offered and of the number of the people em- 
ployed. 

It was decided that Mr. Childers should 
be given for presentation to the Minister for 
{ndustry and Commerce a nore detailed re- 
port on the price-cutting and other effects of 
the opening of a cinema, such as that, for 
example, proposed in connection with the 
Plaza site, together with other evidence deal- 
ing with the relative volume of employment 
given here and in England, and an exact 
description of th. work oí the combines. in 
England, and their effect on local inde- 
pendent exhibitors. 

Mr. Childers was informed that the Council 
of the Cinema and Theatre Association were 
taking action to ensure the greatest possible 
us: of Irish materials in the construction of 
cinemas, and for the provision, if possible, 
of a film news service, containing a proper 
amount of Irish items, particularly in the 
field of national develooment and athletics.

SUGGESTIONS 


"hat the records of the Union for the past 
95 years were located at Loughlinstown; that 
the women members of the rd, and others, 
who visited in the hospital could not be ex- 
pected to attend the Board’s meetings in the 
city and also give service at Loughlinstown ;

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OF RELIGION 
FIVE MEN PLEAD GUILTY 
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From Our CorresPonpent. 
CORK, Wednesday. 


HE story of how a man was taken from 
his home in Cork last October and 
beaten and threatened was told at Cork 


Cireuit Court, before Judge O'Donnell, 
i to-day, when five young men—Finbatr 
Barry, Hawthorn uxton Hill; John 


O'Flynn, Fair hill; John Dineen. 19 St. 
Declan’s road; Joseph O'Halloran, Commons 
road, and John Cahill, Ivernea, Redemption 
road—-appeared on a charge, to which they 
had ple guilty that on the 12th October, 
1936. at Greenmount avenue, they assaulted 
James Kenny, occasioning him actual bodily 


rm. , 

Mr. Michael Binchy, K.C., with Mr. M. 
Vaughan-Buckley (instructed by Mr. M. 
O'Connor, State Solicitor), appeared for 
the Attorney-General; Mr. M. O'Driscoll (in- 
structed by Mr. Powell, solicitor) ap- 
peared for the accused men. ee 

When the case was before the District 
Court last November Kenny described how 
he was taken from his home by men who 
called in a motor car and brought some dis- 
tance outside the city, where he was beaten 
and threatened. 

A statement by one of the accused men, 
Finbarr Barry, was put in in evidence at. the 
District. Court hearing. In the course of this 
Barry. said that Kenny had told him that he 
had renounced the Catholic Faith, was attend- 
ing Baptist services, and intended sendin 
his children to a Baptist school. He also tol 
Barry, the statement went on, that Miss 
Dorothy Washington used to visit his home 
with presents of eggs, and that he had got a 
job with the Clyde Shipping Company on} 
condition that he attended the Baptist ser- 
vices. Barry’s statement went on to say 
that the feelings of the neighbours were 
aroused, and he bad difficulty in restrainin 
them. Then he learned that Kenny ha 
destroyed religious pictures in his home, and 
this in particular infuriated the neighbours. 
As a consequence Barry then decided to take 
over the chastisement of Kenny himself. 


BEATEN WITH STRAPS 


The statement then described how Barry, 
with four companions, called to Kenny's 
home and took him away in a motor car. 
Outside the city they stopped the car, and 
threatened to hang Kenny, in order to 
frighten him. They gave him five or six 
strokes gvith short straps, and told him unless 
he went to see a priest next day he would 
get more beatings. ‘' From beginning to 
end,” said the statement, “we had no in- 
tention of inflicting any grievous bodily harm 
on this man... Our one and only object was 
to get himself and his family to return to 
his religion, and teach him that there was 
no room for proselytism in Cork.” 

When the case came before Cork Circuit 
Court to-day, 

Detective Sergeant Jas. Moore, Civic Guards, 
was invited to give evidence of character, 
and said that all five accused were most | 
respectable meú of excellent character. 
Mr. M. O’Driscoll, pleading for leniency, 
said that the accused men realised they had 
broken the criminal law. They had pleaded 
guilty and had apologised for the trouble 
they had caused. They had themselves gone 
to the Guards and made a clean breast of it, 
realising that they were in the wrong. They 
instructed him to tender their apologies to 
the injured man. H. (counsel) suggested his 
lordship might he content to put the men 
The authorities were 
not likely ever to have any trouble with 
them again, 

Mr. Binchy, K.C., said that the Attorney- 
General took a very serious view of the 
ease.’ Such cotiduct could not be tolerated. 
Doubtless his lordship would, however, take 
into consideration their plea’ of ‘guilty, ‘and, 
what was even more important, their expres- 
sions of regret for what they had done, 


INTOLERABLE 
Imposing on each of the defendants, a 
‘suspensory sentence of twelve months’ hard 
labour, not to be enforced if they kept the 
peace for three years, Judge O'Donnell said 
that they had pleaded guilty to a very serious | 
charge. ‘They had conspired together to 
punish and terrorise James Kenny, and had 
in fact carried their intention into effect. 
Such conduct was intolerable, and could not 
be permitted. No motive, however good or 
laudatory, could condone such conduct. There 
were, however, special circumstances in this 
case as it had been presented to him. The 
accused men had done a very foolish 
and unpardonable thing, buat soon after- 
wards, having considered the enormity of their 
offence they proceeded to do the decent thing. 
They went to the Guards and admitted the 
whole thing. That was in their favour, as 
was their plea of guilty m Court. They had 
apologised to the man they had treated so 
badly and so unfairly, If the case had gone 
to trial he would have inflicted a severe 
penadéy ; but, in all the circumstances, he had 
decided not to send them to prison. To mark 
his strong disapproval of their conduct, he 
would impose gence sentences of twelve 
months en each man. He hoped this would 
be a lesson to them that they must 
not interfere with the liberty of any man. He 
hoped it would also be a lesson to those whose 
conduct in this peaceful and tolerant Catholic 
city was largely to blame for what had 
occurred,. Such conduct was the very 
antithesis of aor gang § and it must, if 
persisted in, provoke a breach of the peace 
and a breach of the good relations that existed

He believed 
that. if the public was allowed to have any 
drink it wanted during the exemption period

Mr. Burne said that in America and 
France, where these restrictions were not im- 
posed, there was no drunkenness, except, 
perhaps, among English, Irish or American 
visitors. Prohibition taught America a lesson 
that it was not forgetting. 

In further evidence the witness said that 
the restaurant in the ‘hotel would accom- 
modate only 150 people, and it was necessary 
to put on supper in relays. Consequently 
they had the d fficulty that people ‘were loth 
to leave the supper room after the first 
supper, and the same trouble arose at the 
end of the second supper. People had actually 
accused him of extortion because he insisted 
on their having supper before getting drink. 
Fifty or sixty per cent. of the people wanted 
the supper; the others went in as an excuse to 
get drink. He suggested people should be 
allowed to have supper at any time during 
the night. The people were honest people, 
but, were forced to be dishonest.

ALLEGED CHANGE 
OF RELIGION 
FIVE MEN PLEAD GUILTY 


ae 


From Our CoRRESPONDENT. 
CORK, Wednesday. 


Tos story of how a man was taken from 
his home in Cork last October and 
beaten and threatened was told at Cork 


Circuit Court, before Judge O'Donnell, 
}to-day, when five young men—F inbatr 
Barry, Hawthorn, Buxton Hill; John 


O'Flynn, Fair hill; John Dineen, 19 St. 
Declan’s read; Joseph O'Halloran, Commons 
road, and John Cahill, Ivernea, Redemption 
road—appeared on a charge, to which they 
had pleaded guilty that on the 12th October, 
1936. at Greenmount avenue, they assaulted 
James Kenny, occasioning him actual bodily 
harm. 

Mr. Michael Binchy, K.C., with Mr. M. 


Vaughan-Buckley (instructed by Mr. M. 
O'Connor, State Solicitor), apponted for 
the Attorney-General; Mr. M. O'Driscoll (in- 


structed by Mr: M. Powell, solicitor) ap- 
peared for the accused men. vote 

When the case was before the District 
Court last November Kenny described how 
he was taken from his home by men who 
called in a motor car and brought some dis- 
tance outside the city, where he was beaten 
and threatened. 

A statement by one of the accused men, 
Finbarr Barry, was put in in evidence at, the 
District. Court hearing. In the course of this 
Barry said that Kenny had told him that he 
had renounced the Catholic Faith, was attend- 
ing Baptist services, and intended sendin 
his children to a Baptist school. He also tol 
Barry, the statement went on, that Miss 
Dorothy Washington used to visit his home 
with presents of eggs, and that he had got a 
job with the Clyde wait tr, Company on 
condition that he attended the Baptist ser- 
vices. Barry’s statement went on to say 
that the feelings of the neighbours were 
aroused, and he bad difficulty in restraining 
them. Then he learned that Kenny had 
destroyed religious pictures in his home, and 
this in particular infuriated the neighbours. 
As a consequence Barry then decided to take 
over the chastisement of Kenny himself. 


BEATEN WITH STRAPS 


The statement then described how Barry, 
with four companions, called to Kenny's 
home and took him away in a motor car. 
Outside the city they stopped the car, and 
threatened to hang Kenny, in order to 
frighten him. They gave him five or six 
strokes gvith short straps, and told him unless 
he went to see a priest next day he would 
get more beatings. —“ From beginning to 
end,” said the statement, ‘‘we had no in- 
tention of inflicting any grievous bodily harm 
on this. man. Our one and only object was 
to get himself and his family to return to 
his religion, and teach him that there was 
no room for proselytism in Cork.” 

When the case came before Cork Circuit 
Court to-day, 

Detective Sergeant Jas. Moore, Civic Guards, 
was invited to give evidence of character, 
and said that all five accused were most 
respectable meti of excellent character. 

Mr. M. O’Driscoll, pleading for leniency, 
said that the accused men realised they had 
broken the criminal law. They had pleaded 
guilty and had apologised for the trouble 
they had caused. They had themselves gone 
to the Guards and made a clean breast of it, 
realising that they were in the wrong. They 
instructed him to tender their apologies. to 
the injured man. H. (counsel) suggested his 
lordshtp might he content to put the men 
under a rule of bail. The authorities were 
not likely ever to have any trouble with 
them again, 

Mr. Binchy, K.C., said that the Attorney- 
General took a very serious view of the 
case.’ Such conduct could not be tolerated. 
Doubtless his lordship would, however, take 
into consideration their plea’ of guilty, and, 
what was even more important, their expres- 
sions of regret for what they had done, 


INTOLERABLE 

Imposing on each of the defendants, a 
suspensory sentence of twelve months’ hard 
labour, not to be enforced if they kept the 
peace for three years, Judge O’Donnell said 
that they had pleaded guilty to a very serious 
charge. They had conspired together to 
punish and terrorise James Kenny, and had 
in fact carried their intention into effect. 
Such conduct was intolerable, and could not 
be permitted. No motive, however good or 
laudatory, could condone such conduct. There 
were, however, special circumstances in this 
case as it had been presented to him. The 
accused men had done a very foolish 
and unpardonable thing, but soon after- 
wards, having considered the enormity of their 
offence they proceeded to do the decent thing. 
They went to the Guards and admitted the 
whole thing. That was in their favour, as 
was their plea of guilty m Court. They had 
apologised to the man they had treated so 
badly and so unfairly, If the case had gone 
to trial he would have inflicted a severe 
penadéy ; but, in all the circumstances, he had 
decided not to send them to prison. To mark 
his strong disapproval of their conduct, he 
would impose suspensory sentences of twelve 
months on each man. He hoped this would 
be a lesson to them that they must 
not interfere with the liberty of any man. He 
hoped it would also be a lesson to those whose 
conduct in this peaceful and tolerant Catholic 
city was largely to blame for what had 
occurred,. ‘Such conduct was the very 
antithesis of. Christianity, and it must, if 
persisted in, provoke a breach of the peace 
and a breach of the good relations that existed 
among the. citizens,

Burne, solicitor, on behalf of the Hiberman 
Hotel, Dublin, for an exemption from the 
provisions of the Licensing Acts. relating to 
prohibited hours, 

At a previous 
to a practice of dance: and dinner gues 
bringing bottles of liquor into the hotel an 
consuming them secretly, and had ,argued 
that the tendency was for people to drink 
an abnormal quantity of liquor in a short 
time, owing to the restrictions, 

Mr. Burne now stated that the experience 
of lieensed parties on these occasions led 
them to believe that relief from the restric- 
tions would be for the benefit of the morality 
of people who attended dances, in the sense 
that it would remove the temptation to take 
suddenly more drink than possibly was good 
for them, It<was common, khéwledge that 
men they knew, and ladies, too, who 
normally would be satisfied with one whiskey, 
would, on the approach of the expiration of 
the licence, suddenly call for a large quantity, 
even a bottle, to keep. them. going until the 
conclusion of the function. if the ameliora- 
tion was not, given the evil would be on the 
shoulders, not of the licensed parties, but 
on those who objected to it. His client had 
such a strong objection to illicit drinking 
that he had increased his staff in an effort 
to put it down.

DRINK IN BEDROOM 


Continuing, the witness said that he knew 
of an incident where a bedroom was used for 
the purpose of drinking at a function, and 
the committee in charge of the function were 
turned out and were refused the use of the 
hotel for dances afterwards. He: believed 
that. if the public was allowed to have any 
drink it wanted during the exemption period 
in any part of the ballroom suite it would 
mitigate the abuse. 

Mr. Burne said that in America and 
France, where these restrictions were not im- 
posed, there was no drunkenness, except, 
perhaps, among English, Irish or American 
visitors. Prohibition taught America a lesson 
that it was not forgetting. | 

In further evidence the witness said that 
the restaurant in the hotel would accom- 
modate only 150 people, and it was necessary 
to put on supper in relays. Consequently 
they had the difficulty that people were loth 
to leave the supper room after the first 
supper, and the same trouble arose at the 
end of the second supper. People had actually 
accused him of extortion because he insisted 
on their having supper before getting drink. 
Fifty or sixty per cent. of the people wanted 
the supper ; the others went in as an excuse to 
get drink. He suggested people should be 
allowed to have supper at any time during 
the night. ‘The people were honest people, 
but, were forced to be dishonest.

CHEAPER DRINK 


In reply to Mr. Burne, witness said that he 
accepted the evidence of bottles being found 
in the cloakrooms, and suggested that there 
must be some laxity by those in control of 
such dances.

While a temperance man him- 
self, he was not bigoted in the matter. .

INCREASED DRINKING 


Replying to Mr. McGilligan, Father Flinn

Mr. Lemass Takes Stock 


At the annual dinner of the National 
Agricultural and Industrial Development 
Association on Tuesday evening Mr. Sean 
Lemass, signalising his return to full 
health and activity, 
offer him our heartiest congratulations, 
indulged in what he suggested was a stock- 
taking of the Free State’s economic 
position, With proper pride and 
becoming modesty he pointed to the 
achievements of his régime, and, if he 
found a few weeds in the garden and a 
few spots still uncultivated, the vista 
on the whole was found not unpleasing. 
He did not discover that ‘‘every prospect 
pleases, and only man is vile ’’ ; although 
he did suggest that the human factor in 
his industrial campaign might prove not 
quite so amenable to manipulation as the 
less vital factors in the problem. It was 
the President of the Association, Mr. J. 
J. Holloway, who directed attention to the 
actual achievements of recent years: the 
50,000 more people employed in industry, 
the reduction of the numbers in the unem- 
ployment registers, the spread of industry 
even to the smaller towns. Behind that 
achievement is the untiring energy, a]most 
the urge, of Mr. Sean Lemass. It is to 
his tremendous drive that it can be 
credited to-day that factories have pene- 
trated into all but half a dozen larger 
towns and some two dozen smaller towns. 
This devolution of industrial activity is 
certainly commendable: it will at the 
same time prevent the aggregation of vast 
numbers of people in a small area and 
keep from this country the worst effects 
of industrialism. We shall have no 
‘black country ” in Saorstdt Eireann, 
nor shall we have the worst features of 
the industrial revolution repeated in con- 
tinuously renewing slum areas. This, 
however, to some extent, will be attri. 
butable to the age in which we live, an 
age in which the ideas and the methods 
of a century ago, when industrialism was 
still young, are regarded generally with 
efforts at industrial 
development the Government has been 
favoured in its period, so that all the 
benefits of its schemes need not be credited 
with uncritical thanks to its perspicacity 
and humane feeling. 

It is clearly to the good that some 
alternative methods of remunerative em- 
ployment, othe: than agriculture, should 
be provided over wide areas; but it 
is no less to the good that those 
who underiake industrial development 
should be reminded occasionally that they 
are members of a community-+citizens, in 
fact—and. that they have obligations as 
well as rights. Hitherto the greater 
emphasis has been placed upon the rights 
of the potential employer, so that he was 
vegarded more as the benefactor to the 
community than as one who would serve 
it at a just price. In drawing attention 
to the duties of the manufacturer to the 
community of which he forms a part—a 
most important part, but still a part— 
Mr. Lemass will have the good-will of 
every citizen of the Saorstát with him. 
As he said, the time has passed when 
inadequate service or unsatisfactory con 
ditions of employment could be excused 
and condoned merely because an industry) 
was newly-established. It is of little or 
no benefit to the community in its capacity 
of an unorganised and undisciplined “on 
suming power to be confronted with ww 
organised producing power, undisciplined 
and uncontrolled.

It is all very 
well to say that the amount of properly 
remunerated employment given to workers 
and the provision of cheap and efficient 
goods to the public constitute the acid test 
of industrial success, rather than the divi- 
dends paid to shareholders. That acid 
test will fail if adequate dividends are not 
regularly paid, and if the new industries 
be also unable to satisfy the needs of 
the investor. It was stressed by one 
speaker at the dinner that Irish investors 
generally were not too ready to invest in 
home industries; that readiness will not 
be increased by suggestions that their 


| capital is not to rank equally with the 


provision of employment and the service 
of goods to the public. Without the 
hearty co-operation of the investing public 
the Minister’s schemes may never get 
beyond the dream stage; to enter into 
the realm of actuality an attractive divi- 
dend must be assured. That is not greed ; 
not lack of patriotism; it is sheer 
common-sense, without which future 
development must be retarded and even 
past development may be jeopardised. 
What the Minister also may bear in mind 
is that the potential supply of capital is 
greatly reduced by the lamentable 
“ economic war’’ in which his Govern- 
ment is involved. The British Govern- 
ment is collecting more than the amount. 
originally in dispute, while the farmers of 
the Saorstát are deprived of their proper 
market price and the taxpayer at large is 
deprived of potential capital to pay the 
bounties and subsidies which make export 
trade possible.

uhemployment in the six counties, and 
declaring roundly that the time has come 
for a change in personnel at Stormont. 
The Administration in Northern Ireland, 
Mr. Stewart avers,. is developing into an 
autocracy that 1s worse than Hitlerism. 
Nobody in the North dares to speak his 
mind, Lord Craigavon has been in power 
for sixteen years, being by far the 
‘‘oldest’’ Prime Minister in existence, 
and he and his Ministers have outlived 
their usefulness. Mr. Stewart's assault 
on the Northern Government has been oc- 
casioned immediately by the unemployment 
problem, which is fairly acute in his con- 
stituency. He asserts that the number of 
workless citizens in the six counties in- 
creased from last October to December 
from 65,000 to 73,954, and that very little 
has been done by the Government to im- 
prove matters. During the ‘past few 
months. he adds, the distressed areas of 
Fngland and Scotland have received con- 
tracts to the amount of some £39,000,000, 
whereas Northern Ireland has received 
nothing. Lord Craigavon has admitted 
that his efforts to secure some share of 
the work in connection with rearmament 
have been of no avail; and while Great 
Britain has beeh enjoying a wave of fresh 
prosperity, Northern Treland is in the same 
old rut. This outspoken attack on the 
Northern Premier and his Ministers has 
given rise to much excitement in the 
North. where Unionist criticism of the 
Government is exceedingly rare. The 
Chairmen of the Ormeau, Windsor, and 
Cromac branches of the South Belfast 
Unionist Association have convened a 
meeting of their joint selection committee 
to discuss Mr. Stewart’s manifesto; and 
it is quite possible that he may be asked 
to resign his seat, in which case he cer- 
tainly will contest it again. There is a 
great dea] of rea) dissatisfaction in the 


‘six counties regarding the attitude of the 


Government to the electorate. After a 
term of office of sixteen years, Ministers 
naturally have tended to become compla- 
cent, particularily since they know that.

“The Mayo County Hospital advertised 
for a cook. It offered a salary of £60, 
together with ‘‘rations and apartments,” 
which can be regarded as the equivalent 
of another £60 per annum. Not a single 
application has been received. We cannot 
believe that the duties of the position are 
excessively onerous: certainly they cannot 
be more onerous than those of worse-paid 
female “ hands '' in many urban factories. 
It may be, as the secretary of the county’s 
Vocational Committee suggests, that the 
age limit of 25 to 30 years is too high, and 


that many younger women would be not | 


only qualified, but eager, to accept the 
post. Yet, when all possible explanations 
have been made, the fact remains that no 
Mayo woman between the years of 25 ana 
30 is willing to take what seems to be a 
very satisfactory job. The reason, we 
fear, must be sought in this curious dis- 
taste for domestic service which has begun 
to affect the people of Ireland, and, 
apparently, springs from a perverted con- 
ception of ‘‘dignity.’’ It is a worthy 
ambition to become a shop assistant at £65 
a year, but it is degrading to become a 
housemaid at £30 a year and “ keep ’’—in 
all, the equivalent of £100 a year, A girl 
will consent to work herself blind in a 
basement workshop for half the money 
which she will receive as nursemaid in a 
comfortable house. It is not through any 
superior “ class consciousness’’ that we 
deplore this tendency. Everybody has an 
equal right to better his or her station in 
life; but his or her idea of true better 
ment ought to be based on some sort of 
logic, and not upon petty snobbery. The 
mentality of the woman who refuses to 
become a cook, but is willing to become 
an under-paid factory worker is precisely 
similar to that of the farmer’s son who 
despises work upon the land and ruins 
himseif in the effort to become a fourth- 
rate solicitor in an already over-crowded 
profession. Well-to-do people are onty too 
anxious to find gcod cooks and house- 
maids, and to pay them well; but the 
stigma of “ service” renders all their 
efforts useless. So misguided a view of 
life is bound to have the worst effect not 
only on the figures of unemployment, but 
also on the national moral. ‘‘ Service’’ 
catries no stigma in such a country as 
Germany. Is Germany’s social sense jn- 
ferior to that of Ireland?

** Laugh me to Sleep” 


There is a young girl in an English city 
whom fortune has endowed comfortably. 
People hurry up to her with eager, grin- 
ning faces, and help her to one or two 
particularly rich joxes. She begins to 
laugh, and before she has to overdo it she 
is sound asleep. They have tried to 
explain away the phenomenon with in- 
substantial talk of narcolepsy and 
psychological disturbances connected with 
a low blood pressure, but the young girl 
knows two of that. She has perfected the 
system. Until lately her habit of dropping 
off to sleep when she had to laugh 


manifested itself only between the months 


of May and September, and, although this 
was a pretty ambitious beginning, it left 
her with a feeling of dissatisfaction. Her 
defences for the May-September period 
were more than adequate; but she was 
anybody’s victim from October to April. 
The system. worked like clockwork during 
the five summer months—why not get it 
going for the ‘remaining seven?! The 
prospect was attractive, and the young girl 
put in the necessary work. Now she drops 
right off to sleep the moment that anybody 
tells her a-joke during any month you 
care to name; and this startling trick 
gives her so profound an advantage over 
the ordinary human being that we are 
moved to envy her with all our heart. 
When something reminds a friend of the 
time he went out in a punt on the Thames 
and the punt pole got stuck,-and he (the 
friend) fell in, the young girl does not 
need to work up a laugh which will be of 
sufficient violence to persist until every- 
body is too weak with laughter to laugh 
any more. She just laughs for a second—a 


} comparatively simple feat—and is away, 


dreaming about her childhood, without a 
care in the world, long before the effort 
at laughter becomes anywhere near 
intolerable. The most sonorous, dogged bore, 
chock-a-block with humorous anecdotes, 
fails to start where this intelligent young 
girl is concerned. She laughs once, and, 
for all practical purposes, he is alone. Of 
course, she may have narcolepsy.

Mr. Stuttaford said that its basis was 
the selective principle of ‘ allowing the 
best characteristics of other peoples to be 
woven into the fabric of our national 
life. South African aspirations and ideals 
must not be jeopardised. Steps must be 
taken to prevent unwanted citizens of 
other countries, who were disapproved by 
various dictators, from upsetting the bal- 
‘ance and texture of our small two million 
white population, especially with British 
and Dutch ancestry,”’ 


THE JEWS 


He denied that the bill was solely aimed 
at the Jews. They must control waves of 
immigration, whether of Jews from Ger- 
many, Communists from Spain, Croats 
from Yugoslavia, etc. 

“All British-born subjects are wel- 
come,” he added, “ who comply with the 
19135 Act ; but with regard to aliens within 
the Union, they will receive the same jus- 
tice, rights and privileges as the rest of 
the inhabitants.’’ 

Mr. Stuttaford pointed out that Great 
Britain, Canada, Australia and New Zea- 
land had been forced to make restrictions. 
He expressed the hope that the bill would 
be enforced on February Ist. 

Dr. Malan deplored the repeal of the 
Quota Act, which thus opened the flood- 
gates to Jewish applications from Eastern 
and Southern Europe. : 

He moved that the bill be withdrawn 
and referred to a Select Committee, to 
include the proposals which he made yes- 
terday. 


GERMAN REFUGEES 


Dr. Malan’s motion yesterday expressed 
disapproval of the neglect of the Govern- 
ment to take early and adequate measur.s 
for preventing further Jewish immigra- 
tion, especially so-called German refugees. 

It also proposed, among other restric- 
tions, “to abolish Yiddish as a recognised 
European language for immigration pur- 
poses ; to prevent aliens engaging in occu- 
pations, trade or work without a specia! 
Government licence, and to compel persons 
to show their real and original names.”’

Moving the adoption of the estimates, Mr 
P. 8. Doyle, T.D., the chairman, said that 
the increased cost of maintenance and cloth- 
ing, amounting to £4,387, was due mainiv 
to a rise in the price of foodstuffs. Tho 
number of patients and inmates of the hos- 
pitals and home at James’s street and the 
auxiliary institution at Pelletstown was 
slightly less than that at that time last year. 
The estimated cost of home assistance for 
able-bodied persons at £53,332 showed an 
increase of £3,138, and for other persons at 
£136,200, an increase of £7,152. During the 
year they had revised their grants of home 
assistance, so that the poor persons who were 
compelled to depend on home assistance for 
the necessities of life should be provided for 
fairly and adequately. During the year that 
expenditure had been offset by the receipt 
of monies pursuant to the provisions of the 
Unemployment Assistance (Amendment) Act, 
1935, and the Widows and Orphans Act, and 
1t was estimated that about £6,848 wouid 
be refunded before March 31. ‘That’ was a 
diminishing reveane, however; but, never- 
theless, they had included £4,050 in the 
estimate of probable revenue other than 
money supplied on demand as the sum likely 
to be had from that source during the. period | 
1957-38. It would be noted that, despite the 
operation of the Acts referred to, the cost of 
that form of relief continued to increase, and 
on the last Saturday in December, 1936, 6,411 
persons, with 11,089 dependents, were in 
receipt of home assistance. The estimated 
cost of establishment, at £68,325, was down 
by £615.

She still held the view, and she would advo- 
cate the abolition of the poor law *ystem 
and the substitution therefor of a home of 
rest for the aged and infirm, at the same time 
pushing the State to get employment for all 
able to work. In the year ended September 
30 last, under the Poor Relief Act, 1929, the 
total number of cases dealt with was 21,431; 
the number who received relief was 64,436, 
and the cost was £166.591 4s. 2d. Every 
case was irvestigaied with the greatest pos- 
sible care, so that no family in Dublin might 
go in want. After paying a tribute to the 
relieving officers and the work of the Pellets- ' 
town auxiliary institution, she said that she 
felt that the ratepayers might be satisfied 
that every penny was spent to the best ad- 
vantage. 


INSTITUTIONAL SUITS 


Dr. J. Hannigan said that the items re- 
sponsible for the increase in expenditure were 
milk, butter, tea, sugar and potatoes, the rise 
in the prices of which had inflicted great 
hardship on the poor and necessitous. He 
felt that slightly better value should he 
secured in regard to clothing.

There is a possibility of another milk strike 
in Northern Ireland if the producers do not 
secure a higher price. 
the Ulster Joint Milk Council was held in 
Belfast this afternoon, when a deputation 
-represénting producers, mainly m th 
Counties of Antrim and Down, protested 
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E it is not to énd in another disastrous 
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urgent for us; tion, to take 
stock of our position, and to see what we 
can do to prevént ourselves falling into 
another, He is not alone im, this pre- 
occupation, which has been the’ burden of 
his three Uluminating articles upon *‘How 
to Avoid a Slump.’? Mr. Roosevelt, for 
example, has insisted from the beginning 
upon the necessity of building the new 
prosperity upon more stable, foundations 
than the old. Now, when recovery has 
been achieved, he and his advisers do not 
disguise their concern lest the revised acti- 
vity should get out of control. 

And, to take another example: There 
was published only yesterday a long ex- 
tract from ja speech by the Swedish Minis- 
ter of Finance, discussing the very prob- 
lem raised by Mr. Keynes, and ar- 
riving at almost exactly the same conclu- 
sions. .In particular, the Minister ex- 
plained that, in view of the changed con- 
ditions, the Government should no 
longer endeavour to stimulate trade in 
general, while taking special measures 
for which comparatively large sumg were 
provided in the Budget, to promote 
recovery in certain districts and certain 
trades. It would be dangerous, in hi» 
view, to take any steps which would have 
a depressive effect over the whole field 
when the real intention was only to pre- 
vent too great an expansion in certain 
directions. The best policy seemed to be 
to avoid, as far as possible, public 
measures which would lead to an undesir- 
able intensification of the boom. . These 
views from Sweden are of special interest, 
since it 1s generally agreed that there is 
no country. where recovery from the de- 
pression has been better managed ur 
taken a more healthy form. 

The country, adds The Times, which is 
demanding with so. much insistence a 
vigorous policy for the revival of the 
sbecial areas will not be content to drift 
complacently through a period of. com- 
parative prosperity into anather depression 
which might well prove even more 
disastrous than that out of which we are 
emerging.

Tr“ Krupp works in Essen, 

Germany’s largest armament 
factory, have done such good business 
in the year 1935-1936 that a dividend 
will be distributed for the first time 
in fourteen years, according to the 
company’s business report for the 
ear ending September 30, 1936. 

he dividend will be 4 per cent. on 
a net profit of 14,400,000 marks 
(£1,152,000) in 1935-1936. The net 
profit of the preceding business year 
amounted to 10,340,000 marks 
(£827,000) . 

The gross profit increased by more than 
50,000,000 marks (£4,000,000), from 
232,510,000 marks in the business 
year 1934-1935 to 287,800,000 marks 
(£23,024,000) in the business year 19365- 
1 Wages and salaries increased by 
20,000,000 marks (£1,600,000), from 
135,330,000 marks (£10,666,400) in 1934- 
1935 to 153,040,000 marks (£12,243,200) in 
1935-1936. 


THE EMPLOYES 


Nothing is said in the report about the 
number of workmen beyond the remark 
that ‘‘ the number of employés increased 
in accordance with the increase of. pro- 
duction.”” But as wage levels have re- 
mained fairly stable in Germany of late 
the increase in wage payments of 
£1,600,000 would serve as an indication of 
the increase in the number of employés. 

No less than 4,000,000 marks (£320,000) 
were placed in a special fund to meet the 
expenses incurred by the new four-year 
economic plan. One million marks 
(£80,000) were carried forward. 


SHIPBUILDING 


Business at the Germania Shipyard at 
Kiel, one of the Krupp companies and the 
leading German naval shipyard, is de- 
scribed as having been “very good ”’ 
during the business year 1935-1936. The 
net profit of this shipyard amounted to 
270,000 marks (£21,600), or 44 times as 
much as in the preceding year, when it 
amounted to 60,000 marks (£4,800). 

The past year, the report of the Krupp 
Works states, made “‘ very great demands 
on the company’s efficiency.’’ 

In order to meet all requirements it was 
necessary to '“ put the entire production 
equipment into operation to extend it in 
many departments, and to call dn the 
entire and willing co-operation of the staff 
in all its categories.’’ 


HEAVY ORDERS 


At home, the report continues, orders 
were heavy owing to the lively building 
activity, the demands of agriculture, the 
increased employment of the machine, 
motor car and aeroplane industry, and the 
orders of shipyards. 

Not a single word is mentioned in the 
report, as published, about the works’ 
armament production, beyond the state- 
ment that ‘‘the machine plants of the 
company registered a favourable amount 
of work,” and that “in all principal 
branches of the works production pro- 
gressed favourably, as compared with the 

ng year.” 


EXPORTS 


A very brief reference is made to ex: 
ports. The company claims to have main. 
tained its position on the world market. 
Larger contracts were concluded’ with 
South Africa, China, India and Turkey. 
| The report further states that 500 new 
a ces were engaged last year. 

Of coming tasks the report states: ‘The 
administration realises that the coming 
times will make further great demands on 
the technical, economic and financial 
. efficiency of the works.”

MACHINERY ARRIVING 
SOON

DROGHEDA, Wednesday. 


At today’s meeting of the Drogheda 
Harbour Board, Alderman Walsh, Mayor of 
Drogheda, presiding, an application was re 
ceived from Cement, Ltd., the company which 
is erecting a cement factory at Drogheda 
at an estimated cost of £400 000, for pre- 
ferential harbour dues rates to govern their 
traffic through the port. 

Their letter stated:—‘‘ We beg to requesb 
the Harbour Commissioners to take up the 
matter of our harbour dues for final con- 
sideration, bearing in mind that harbour dues 
are normally paid to compensate mainly for 
cost of erection of wharves and maintenance 
thereof, and the fact that we hope to bring 
such a considerable tonnage in and out over 
our wharf that we should be able to pay a 
more than reasonable compensation for such 
other harbour work from which we may profit, 
even if we are allowed a special rate. We 
are aware that in other similar cases where 
private companies have erected private wharves 
on rivers the harbour dues have been reduced 
to a fixed yearly charge, which was estimated 
by the harbour authorities to cover the extra. 
capital outlay and maintenance tney woul¢ 
have to carry owing to the increased traffic.” 


re urged the Harbour Board to ex: 
pedite the arrangements it was making for 


the dredging of the river adjacent to the 
company’s new wharf, the letter went on :— 
“I$ may be proper that we inform you that 
the dimensions of the pieces of machinery 
scheduled to arrive on the first two boats at 
Drogheda are such that they cannot be 
transported to Drogheda hy rail or road, and 
we shall, therefore, be in an _ extremely 
Cifficult position if the boats cannot berth at 
our quay... é 

The Board decided to write to Cement, 
Lid., stating that the Harbour Board were 
debarred by statute from granting the pre- 
ferential rates sought, but that they were 
taking the matter up further. 

In connection with the dredging, it was 
stated that the Board of Works dredger, 
Sisyphus, had arrived in Drogheda port and 
had commenced dredging work at the Cement 
Company’s wharf.

POLICE ESCORT FOR 
COLLECTORS

The no-rent stay-in-strike of a number of 
tenants on the Glenart Estate, Ardoyne, Bel- 
fast, was continued to-day. The tenants are 
claiming a reduction of ós. in the present 
rent of 7s. 9d. Flags were flown from a 
number of houses to-day and posters dis- 
played calling.for an intensification of strike 
action. Extra police were on duty, and pro- 
vided an escort for the rent collectors on 
their rounds. The police interrogated house- 
holders where posters were Hsple ed. An 
official of Messrs. F. M‘Kibbin and Co., the 
main agents for the estate, expressed him- 
self as satisfied with the rate at which rents 
had been paid. Conditions, he declared, were 
almost normal, adding that about 75 per 
cent. of the usual collection up to this 
morning had been made About 1,200 
tenants were involved in the dispute.

QUESTION OF WAGES 
AND CONDITIONS 


Beyond a preliminary conference, says & 
statement issued last night by the Federation 
of Building Trades Employers, there is no 
change or further development in the situa- 


tion caused by the demands sent by the 
Building Trades Group. of the Dublin Trades 
vo uncil to employers on 7th December 
ast. 


The employers are awaiting a reply to 
their letter o 36th December, in which the 
offer was made to discuss the subject of new 
agreements if the demands were postponed 
till 1st January, 1938. 

The demands referred to requested a 
revision of the existing agreements regarding 
wages and conditions. hese revisions in- 
cluded an increase of 3d. per hour, to operate 
from ist January, 1957; a forty-hour week, 
without any reduction in the then existing 
aggregate weekly earnings, to become opera- 
tive on Ist March, 1937; and various other 
suggestions regarding the changes of boun- 
daries for “ city work,” country allowances 
and rates for apprentices.
